No. l/50/96-EP(T&J) I Subject:—Condition* applicable for the period 1997—99 for export* in reapect of Gar¬ 
ment* and Knitwear to countries where such exports are covered by restraint* under the provision* of the Agreement on 
Textile* and Clothing. 

1. Introduction: 

Pursuant to provisions contained in Item No, 11 of Appendix XLIII-I of Volume I of the Handbook of Procedures 
publised under the Export and Import Policy (1992—97) in respect of export of readymade garments and knitwear to the USA, 
Canada, the European Union and Norway and in supersession of the Notification No. l/64/95-EP(T&J) I dated 22 December, 
1995 as amended subsequently from time to time, the Policy for Allotment of Entitlements (hereinafter referred to as the 
Allotment Policy) for the years 1997 to 1999 shall be as hereinafter detailed. 

2. Administration: 

(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Director General, Apparel Export Promotion Council, New Delhi (DG, AEPC) shall 
allocate export entitlements. The DG, AEPC shall also do the necessary certification for exports of all readymade 
garments and knitwear covered in this Allotment Policy. 

(ii) For the purpose of this notification, the DG, AEPC shall mean and include such other officials of the AEPC to 
whom the DG, AEPC expressly or otherwise delegates a part or whole of the necessary fimetions and responsibili¬ 
ties. 

(iii) The DG, AEPC, notwithstanding any delegations effected by him, shall be accountable to the Ministry of Textiles . 
for implementation of the allotment policy. 

(iv) The Ministry of Tfcxtiles shall be the final authority regarding interpretation of any of the provisions of this 
notification. The Ministry of Textiles may also issue such guidelines as it deems fit from time to time 
regarding agencies of administration, their fimetions and responsibilities and may reallocate a part or whole of the 
functions and responsibilities to such authorities as it deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to exporters registered with the competent registering authorities 
as per the Export-Import Policy. 

3. Bose Year; 

The Phrase “Base Year” for an allotment year, wherever appearing in this Notification, shall mean the calendar 
year preceding the year immediately before that allotment year. For example, the base year for the year 1997 shall be 
the year 1995, 

4. Systems of Allotment: 

(i) Quantities for export in each allotment year shall be allocated under the following systems at rates indi¬ 


cated against each of them : 

System Percentage of 

Annual Level 

(a) Past Performance Entitlement (PPE) 75 

(Out of which High Value Entitlement) (5) 

(b) New Investors' Entitlement (NIE) 10 

(c) First Come First Served (FCFS) Entitlement 10 

(d) Non-Quota Exporters'Entitlement (NQE) 5 

Total 100 


(ii) Quantities that become available from time to time on account of surrenders, flexibilities or otherwise shall 
also be allocated under the First Come Hirst Served (FCFS) system. 

(iii) The Government of India in the Ministry of Textiles reserves the right to allocate entitlements in variation with the 
above, in case it is considered so desirable, in view of changes in the demand pattern and other relevant consider¬ 
ations. 

(iv) The Textile Commissioner may reserve quantities for Knitwear, woollen products, children's wear or any other 
segment. Such reservations will operate upto 30 September and unallocated balances from the reserved quantities 
as on 1 October will be made available for applications in the FCFS system, without any reservations for such 
segments.

5. Past Performance Entitlement (PPE) System Including the High Value Entitlement (HVE) System: 

Computation-General 

(i) The DG, AEPC shall compute PPE on the following basis, 

(ii) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on the basis of the value of exports by the applicants in each country- 
category during the base year. Allotments however, will be restricted to the export performance of India in the 
country-category during the said period, 

Computation-ILV.E. 

(Hi) The average unit value realised by all exporters who have applied for PP Entitlement in a particular coun¬ 
try-category during the base year would be worked out and exporters who have realised a higher unit value 
than the average unit value will be allotted additional quantities from the 5% reserved pool (HVE) on the basis of 
the difference between the unit value realised by an exporter and the average unit value realised in a country- 
category multiplied by the quantity exported by individual exporters in that country-category. The HVE of the 
individual exporters will be added to their PPE and will be subject to all the conditions applicable to PPE, 

Period of utilisation 

(iv) For the purpose of utilisation of allotments, there shall be a single period from 1 January to 30 September. 
Exporters should utilise their entitlements by 30 September. 

Extension of period 

(v) The unutilised quantities after 30 September can be extended upto 31 Decemer of the same year against 
EMD/BG at the rates given below, subject to the condition that the extension sought is for a specific buyer and a 
change of buyer will not be permitted.

(vi) The applications for such extension should be submitted, complete in all respects, before the expiry of the 
initial validity of the entitlement or within a grace period of 3 working days. 


Application for allotment 

(vii) The quantities earmarked for allotment in this system shall be made available on 1 January and for this purpose, 
applications may be invited during the previous year. 

Transferability conditions 

(viii) PPE shall be transferable, cither in full or in part upto 20 September. However, transfers after 31 May will 
be restricted to 50% of the total quantity allotted to the transferer in the relevant country-category for the 
. year. 

(ix) A transferred PPE (hereinafter referred to as PPT) shall be valid upto 30 Sepcmber of the year and can be 
extended upto 31 December, subject to the provisions of para 5 (v) above. 

(x) Shipments against PPT will be counted as exports by the transferee. 

(xi) Transfer of a PPT will not be allowed. 

Transfer System 

(xii) PPE transfers will be regulated by the Director General, Apparel Export Promotion Council through an 
Electronic Transfer Scheme with the help of an on-line computer network in which the offers of intending 
transferers will be displayed in the Regional Offices of the AEPC including the quantity and quota premium 
and the intending transferees will request for transfers on the basis of such displayed offers. The requests 
will be processed on a first come first served basis envisaging the allotment of the offer at the lowest 
premium amount to the first request received and so on. 

(xiii) The Electronic Transfer Scheme (ETS) including the date from which it will come into effect, will be separately 
announced by the Director General, Apparel Export Promotion Council. Till the time the ETS comes into operation, 
PPE transfers will be carried out in accordance with the procedures currently in vogue. The Director General, AEPC 
may also effect any changes in the announced ETS scheme, as and when he considers them necessary, with 
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adequate notice to the trade. 

Pint Come First Serve (FCFS) Syitem : 

Release Schedule 

(i) The 10% quantities earmarked for the FCFS System shall be released on 10 January and on 10 April in two equal 
instalments. 

(ii) Quantities that become available by way of surrenders, flexibilities or otherwise, if any, shall be released on 10 July 

and 10 November. In addition, the unallocated balances that remain in the NIE System as on 1 

September will be diverted to the FCFS System for applications to be received under this system from 1 October 
onwards. The quantities to be released on these dates alongwith the country-categories and segments where the 
releases are made, would be announced by the DG, AEPC sufficiently in advance before the scheduled release. 

Applications 

(iii) Quantities shall be allocated against applications supported by L.Cs. valid on the date of application. 

Validity of allotments 

(iv) Allotments will be valid for 75 days from the date of allotment and no extension will be granted. 

System of allotment 

(v) Allotments under the FCFS system would be subject to EMD/BG @ 5% of FOB value of the quantity involved. 

(vi) The Textile Commissioner will fix the maximum quantity that can be applied for by any applicant for each country- 
category uhder this system peri day. 

(vii) Allotments shall be granted on FCFS basis, and on a day when available quantities are over subscribed, eligibility 
shall be decided on the basis of higher unit value realisation among the applications received on the day. 

Transferability 

(viii) FCFS allotments will NOT be transferable. 

7. New Investors’ Entitlement (NIE); 

Allotment 

(i) Allotments under the NIE system would be made only to exporters registered, as manufacturer-exporters' 
and who have invested a minimum amount of Rs. 50 lakhs in new machinery either in an existing unit or in 
a new unit during a period of 12 consecutive months commencing not earlier than the first of January of 
the base year. NIE allotments would be made only once for a particular block of investments. 

(ii) Allotments will be restricted to applications received upto 31 August of the allotment year and any bal¬ 
ances that may remain unallocated in the NIE System as on 1 September, would be diverted to the FCFS 
System. 

(iii) In this system quantities at the rate of 1000 pieces for every Rs. 1 lac of admissible investment would be allotted. 
Investments in fractions of Rs. one lac would not be taken into account for allotments of NIE. 

(iv) The quantity for which a given applicant is eligible will be divided equally in at least 5 country-categories to be 
opted for by the applicant. That is for every country-category, the maximum entitlement would be 200 pieces for 
every Rs. 1 lac of admissible investment. Allotments will be made only in the country-categories covered by the 
production facilities of the manufacturing unit. In case an exporter is constrained to opt for less than 5 country- 
categories, because his items of production do not cover 5 country-categories, the total quantities allotted to him 
would be restricted to his choice of country-categories multiplied by 200 pieces for every Rs, 1 lac of admissible 
investment. In case an exporter opts for more than 5 country-categories, his NIE allotment would be distributed 
equally among the different country-categories subject to the ceiling of 1000 pieces for every Rs. 1 lac of admissible 
investment. 

Utilisation of allotments 

(v) Exporters should utilise their entitlements by 30 September. The unutilised quantities after 30 September can be 
extended upto 31 December of the same year subject to the same stipulations as applicable for such extension of PP 
Entitlements. 

Transferability 

(vi) NIE will NOT be transferable. 
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Guidelines by Textile Commissioner 

(vii) Detailed guidelines for eligibility and the procedure for submission of applications would be issued by the Textile 
Commissioner. The Textile Commissioner would invite applications and decide the admissible value of invest¬ 
ments of individual exporters. On that basis the DG, AEPC will allocate the entitlements, 

Miscellaneous 

(viii) Quantities earmarked for allotment/extension against the NIE applications of 1996 will be deducted from the 10% 
levels earmarked for the NIE system for 1997 and the balance that remains after such allotments/extension would 
be allotted against applications received for 1997. 

(ix) In case no NIE balance is available in a country-category where an exporter desires an allotment, he will have a 
choice of either opting for some other country- category where he is eligible and a balance is available, or opting for 
an allotment in the same country-category for the following allotment year. 

8. Non-quota Exporters' Entitlement (NQE) System : 

(i) Exporters of garments to non-quota countries and non-quota garments to quota countries shall be eligible for allot¬ 
ment under this system provided the payment is received in free currency, and the exporter has a minimum export 
performance of Rs. 15 lacs during the base year. Exports of garments to Russia will, however, not be taken into 
account for NQE allotments 

Agency 

(ii) Entitlements under this system shall be calculated and allotted by DG, AEPC on the basis of value of admissible 
exports during the base year and the levels available will be distributed pro-rata on the basis of the value of exports 
of individual applicants. 

(iii) An exporter shall be permitted a choice of ten country-category combinations for allotment. 

(iv) Conditions applicable to PPE, shall also be applicable to NQE, mutatis mutandis. 

Transferability 

(v) NQE is transferable (to be referred to as NQT after transfer) and the conditions of transfer shall be the same as in the 
case of PPE. 

9. Validity of Certification of Shipping Bills: 

(i) Validity of certifications on shipping bills in respect of the PPE and NQE Systems including PPT and NQT and NIE 
would be 75 days or upto the validity of the entitlement certificate, whichever is earlier. Revalidation will be 
permitted upto the expiry of the entitlement certificate. 

(ii) Validity of certification on shipping bills in respect of FCFS allotments would be 75 days from the date of allot¬ 
ment. No extensions would be permitted. 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything contained in this paragraph, the Textile Commissioner may grant extension of validity 
period upto five working days in individual cases if he is satisfied that the exporter concerned could not export 
within the period due to circumstances beyond his control. 

10. Slow Moving Items : 

(i) An item may be declared slow-moving, if during the base year, its utilisation has been less than 75% of the base 
level. The Director General, AEPC would declare the items that arc slow moving, latest by 1 December of the 
previous year. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything else contained in any of the provisions of this notification, the following relaxations shall 
ordinarily be available for slow moving items : 

(a) An exporter would have to fiimish 1% of FOB value as EMD/BG instead of 5% under the FCFS system, 

(b) The quantitative ceiling stipulated for the FCFS system vide para 6 (vi) above shall not be enforced, 

(c) L/Cs as stipulated in Para 6 (iii) above would not be required for applying under the FCFS System. 

(d) The extent of utilisation for proportionate forfeiture will be 50% of the quantities allotted instead of 75% 
applicable to the other country-categories. 

(iii) Any of the above relaxations may be withdrawn without advance notice by the Textile Commissioner on the basis 
of the current demand pattern. 
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11. Handloom Garments: 

Special quantities reserved for handloom garments tor certain countries would be allotted under the FCFS system. 

12. Revalldations Procedures and Provisions Regarding Submission and Forfeiture of Earnest money Deposits/Bank 
Guarantees/Post dated Cheques: 

(i) In the case of the PPE, NIE and NQE systems, exporters would not be required to fiimish EMD/BG during the 
original validity of the entitlements. Unutilised quantities as on 30 September could be extended till 31 December 
subject to EMD/BG at the rates given at para 5 (v) above. 

(ii) In the case of the FCFS system, an exporter shall be required to give EMD/BG @ 5% of the FOB value on the 
quantities applied for, 

(iii) EMD should ordinarily be funished by way of Demand Draft, FDR unilaterally encashable by AEPC or Bank 
Guarantee. However, Legal Undertakings or Post Dated Cheques will also be accepted as EMD in systems other 
than FCFS, subject to the conditions stipulated below . 

(A) Legal Underdaking (LUT)— 

Eligibility 

Eligible exporters who have entitlements of not less than 25,000 pieces for all country-categories taken 
together under the PPE, NQE and NIE systems (including PPT & NQT) would have an option of submitting a legal Undertaking 
(LUT) in place of EMD/BG, for extension and revalidation of the entitlements subject to the following conditions . 

(a) If the DG, AEPC raises a claim, in terms of the Export Entitlement Distribution Policy, for any forfeiture amounts 
in respect of entitlements covered by a Legal Undertaking, the exporter concerned who had submitted the Legal 
Undertaking, would have to remit the amounts so claimed by the DG, AEPC within a period of 90 days from the 
date of such claim without demur or protest, failing which the exporter shall not be eligible to apply for or obtain 
any certification of shipping bills, transfer of Entitlements or return of EMD/BGs in any system until the amounts 
are remitted and the DG, AEPC decides to re-instate these facilities for the exporter. 

(b) The DG, AEPC may withdraw the facility of submitting LUT in place of EMD/BG for any exporter who is other¬ 
wise eligible for the facility, but has failed to remit any forfeiture amount within the stipulated period of 90 days. 

(c) The guidelines and stipulations applicable to EMD/BD shall also apply to LUT, mutatis mutandis. 

(b) Post Dated Cheques (PDC)— 

Post Dated Cheques will be accepted as EMD, in systems other than FCFS, for extension of entitlements 
subject to the condition that if the cheque is dishonoured on deposit for any reason, the quantities extended against 
such cheques would be debited to any future entitlements of the concerned exporter and he will not be allotted any further 
entitlements until the amount covered by the forfeiture is remitted by way of Demand Draft. 

The Post Dated Cheques should be dated 1 June of the year following the year of allotment and should be 
valid for presentation during a period of 6 months from that date. 

The stipulations relating to release/forfeiture of the LUT and the Post Dated Cheques would be the same as 
applicable to the other forms of EMD/BG. 

Release of guarantees etc. 

(iv) The EMD/BG of an exporter who exports not less than 90% of the export entitlement obtained/extended 
against it shall be released in full. The DG, AEPC shall forfeit the EMD/BG in case utilisation is upto 75% in case 
of fast moving items and upto 50% in case of slow moving items, proportionate to the short-fall in utilisation. If the 
utilisation of an export entitlement allocation is less than the above percentages, EMD/BG shall be forfeited in full. 
For this purpose utilisation shall be computed either on the basis of individual entitlements or on the basis of each 
system separately, 

(v) If an exporter surrenders his entitlements under the FCFS system either during the original validity period or within 
a period of 3 days of the expiry of the original validity, 50% of the applicable amount in the EMD/BG would be 
released. 

(vi) Amounts from forfeited EMD/BG shall be deposited into a Public Deposit account of the Government, to 
be operated in such manner as the Government decides from time to time. 

13. Appeal Against Forfeiture of EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque/LUT : 

(i) An exporter, when aggrieved by an order of forfeiture by the DG, AEPC under para 12 (iv) above, may appeal to 
the Textile Commissioner against such forfeiture within 60 days of despatch of such communication on forfeiture. 
The Textile Commissioner shall, upon receipt of the representation, give a ruling as early as possible. While dispos¬ 
ing of appeals, he may take into consideration the conditions of forfeiture spelt out in this Notification in addition to 
'force majeure' conditions. He shall also give an opportunity for personal hearing if requested for by the applicant. 
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For this purpose the Textile Commissioner shall mean and include such other officers to whom the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner expressly or otherwise delegates the necessary responsibilities. If the exporter is not satisfied with the deci¬ 
sion of the Textile Commissioner, he may prefer an appeal against the decision within 60 days of the despatch of the 
communication convying the decision, to the Appellate Committee, Ministry of Textiles, Udyog Bhavan, New 
Delhi-110011. Such appeals should be addressed to the Member Secretary, Appellate Committee. 

(ii) The composition of the Appellate Committee will be as follows : 

(1) Joint Secretary (Exports), —Chairman 

Ministry of Textiles 

(2) An Officer of the —Member 

Ministry of Law & Justice 

as nominated by that Ministry 

(3) Export Commissioner —Member 

(4) Director/Deputy Secretary (Exports), —Member 

Ministry of Textiles Secretary 

14. Guidelines for Obtaining Release of held-up Consignments: 

(a) When a shipment effected in an unrestrained category is reclassified by the importing country into a restrained 
category or when a shipment effected in a restrained category is reclassified by the importing country into another 
restrained category, Export Certificates/Visas will be issued in the reclassified category after the exporter surren¬ 
ders the quantity involved in the reclassified category. For this purpose, the exporter can surrender the quantity 
from his own entitlements in systems other than FCFS or by obtaining the quantity by transfer. If the case is to be 
cleared after 20 September, when transfers are not permissible, and the exporter does not have his own entitlements 
to surrender, he may furnish an undertaking to surrender the requisite quantity by the 31 January from the succeed¬ 
ing year's entitlement (his own or transferred). Such an undertaking should be backed by BG/EMD to the extent of 
50% of the FOB value of the quantity. Once the quantity is surrendered, the BG/EMB may be released. If the 
quantity is not surrendered as per the undertaking, the BG/EMD may be forfeited. In such cases, PPE allotments in 
any country-category to the exporter for the succeeding year may be allotted to him, only after the requisite quantity 
is so surrendered. 

(b) If unallocated balance is available in the reclassified categories from the quantities released by the AEPC 
in FCFS system, the Export Certificatc/Visa for the held-up consignment will be issued after debiting such balance 
and the exporter will not be required to surrender any quantity. 

(c) The stipulations of (a) and (b) above will also apply to cases where a change of buyer is required for a shipment that 
had been effected under the FCFS System or under the PPE system after obtaining extension beyond 30 September 
and to cases where a change of importing country is required. 

(d) Where a shipment exported in a restrained category is reclassified into another restrained category as above, the 
entitlement used for sending the shipment from the country may be returned to the exporter, subject to the following 
conditions: 

(i) The exporter returns the Original Export Certificate/Visa that had been issued to him. 

(ii) The Entitlement Certificate which had been debited at the time of export, remains valid for the concerned 
quantity when the add-back is requested. 

(e) In the case of items exported as handloom garments exempted from restrains or as “India Items", which are reclas¬ 
sified by the importing countries as restrained items, Visas/Export Certificates will be issued by the DG, AEPC after 
obtaining the approval of the Ministry of Textiles. 

15. Procedure to deal with Quota Malpractices by Exporters: 

(i) A Committee called the Enforcement Committee is established with the following composition :— 

1. The Textile Commissioner —Chairman 

2. Director General, AEPC —Member 

3. An Officer of the —Member 

Ministry of Law & Justice 

4. Chairman, AEPC —Member 

5. The three Vice Chairmen of AEPC —Members 

6. Addl. DG/Director (Quota Policy), —Member-Secretary 

AEPC 
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(ii) The Enforcement Committee will deal with cases involving the use of any one of the following, in connection with 
obtaining, extending, utilising or proving the utilisation of quotas .— 

(a) Any fraudulent activity 

(b) Any misrepresentation of facts. 

(c) Any falsification of documents or forgery or submission of documents which are not genuine. 

(d) Submission of Post-dated cheques for extension of entitlements which are dishonoured on presentation to his 
bank. 

(iii) The Enforcement Committee will also deal with cases relating to exporters who are found to have exported or who 
have completed the formalities to export any item, which contains any dyes, chemicals, pigments or other material 
specifically banned for use in any export item, by the competent authority of the Government. 

(iv) When a case relating to the above is noticed, the DG, AEPC will issue a show cause notice to the exporters con¬ 
cerned and place the cases before the Enforcement Committee. The Enforcement Committee will consider the cases 
and where it finds an exporter guilty, after examining his explanation, if any, and giving an opportunity for a 
personal hearing, the exporter may be debarred from further utilisation or transfer of the entitlements already ob¬ 
tained by him and from obtaining any further entitlements, for a specified period. 

(v) In serious cases, the exporter may be temporarily debarred by the DG, AEPC before a personal hearing, pending the 
completion of the procedures and finalisation of a decision by the Committee. 

(vi) For hearing appeals against the decisions of the Enforcement Committee, an Enforcement Appellate Committee is 
constituted with the following composition: 

Joint Secretary (Exports), —Chairman 

Ministry of Textiles 

An Officer of the —Member 

Ministry of Law and Justice 
as nominated by the 
Law Secretaiy 

Export Commissioner —Member 

Director/Deputy Secretary (Exports) —Member Secretary 

Ministry of Textiles 

The Enforcement Appellate Committee may review and amend, modify or quash the orders of the Enforcement Com¬ 
mittee on appeal from the exporter or by calling for the details from the DG, AEPC, on its own. 

(vii) In cases where the Committee finds an exporter guilty of fraud or misrepresentation of facts or of falsification of 
documents or of violation of a ban on use of certain chemicals, as the case may be, after examining his explanation 
and giving personal hearing, the exporter concerned may be debarred from further utilising or transferring the 
export entitlements already obtained, and from obtaining any further entitlements for a specified period. 

16. Clearance by Customs : 

(a) Products Under Restraint Including Items not Subject to Specific Limits in the USA 

Shipments will be allowed by the Customs Authorities at the port of shipments after verifying the certification of export 
entitlement in the original and duplicate of shipping bills for individual consignments, issued by the DG, AEPC. 

(b) Handloom Garments 

For exports of all handloom garments, (except Tailored Collar Shirts) corresponding to restrained items in Canada and 
special quantities reserved for handloom garments in some of the restrained categories relating to the USA, shipments will be 
permitted by the Customs on the basis of an Inspection Endorsement by the Textiles Committee in part 2 of the combination 
form in addition to certification of shipping bills by the DG, AEPC. 

(c) Garments Falling under “India Items” : 

In respect of 'India Items' which are traditional folklore handicraft textile products of India, shipments will be 
permitted by the Customs for exports to the E J, the USA, Norway and Canada on the basis of an appropriate certificate 
issued by the office of the Development Con nissioner (Handicrafts) in addition to certification of shipping bills by the 
DG, AEPC. 
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17. (a) Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin and Visa: 

The following certificates required under the relevant Bilateral Textile Agreements will be issued by the DG, AEPC or 
any other agency duly authorised in this behalf: 

1. EU (a) Export Certificates and Certificates of Origin for all garment/knitwear items under restraint. 

(b) Certificates of Origin for all non-restraincd garments/knitwear items, 

2. Norway— Export Certificates and Certificates of Origin in respect of categories subject to restraint. 

3. Canada—Export Certificates for garments that are subject to restraint except for properly marked samples 
valued at Canadian $ 500 or less. 

4. U.S.A.—Visa for all garment/knitwear consignments except properly marked samples valued at US $ 250 
or less. 

(b) Handloom Certificate: 

In the case of export of all Handloom Garments (except Tailored Collar Shirts), corresponding to restrained 
items to Canada and all Handloom Garments corresponding to the restrained categories to the EU and Norway, the 
Textiles Committee will issue the certificate as prescribed in the Bilateral Agreements for such products. 

18. Persons to whom export entitlements are allotted but who do not utilise them fully would render themselves liable to 
disqualification from getting entitlements in future without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against them. 

19. Supervisory Role of the Textile Commissioner ; 

The Textile Commissioner, Mumbai shall exercise day to day supervision over the matters relating to allocation 
of export entitlements. A co-ordination Committee with the Textile Commissioner as its Chairman and representa¬ 
tives of the AEPC, the Wool and Woollens Export Promotion Council and the Hanloom Export Promotion Council will 
review the operation of the Policy periodically. On matters where there is a difference of opinion, the decision of 
theTextile Commissioner will be final. 

20. Government reserves the right to make amendments to any of the foregoing provisions as may be found necessary without 
giving prior notice,
